Ad in-one 
embodiment, an apparatus is disclosed for collecting, aligning and guiding wood scraps through 
an array of spaced-apart kiw blades using a feeder assembly operating on a continual basis. The 
feeder assembly may include in one embodim ent- includes one or more paddle assemblies 
shaped to align and guide the wood scraps along a feeder path toward die saw blades. A system 
for controlling *a the inventive apparatus is also disclosed. A method for reducing wood scraps 
into cut chips is also disclosed.
